SARATOGA, Sept. N. — Despite his protests, 
Senator David B. Hill was unanimously 
nominated by the Democratic Convention 
yesterday afternoon as their candidate to 
make the race for Governor of New York 
against ex- Vice-President Levi P. Morton.

Then he threatened to kill her, she saia, 
and she left her place and fied for protection 
to her aunt’s home, at 1816 North Twenty- 
third street. Pabst, passing there on his 
way home from the ball gameon Sunday 
evening, Sept. 16, thought he would drop in 
and see her. He was refused admittance 
and then told her eousins, Fred, Henry and 
Adam Vitt, that Lydia was no iady. 
He was thereupon chased out, 
with George Beermon, who accompanied 
bim, Fred Vitt following them and 
fring five shots at Pabst. On the stand this 
morning Lydia, Who was dressed in a stylish 
green costume with a large summer hat,said 
that: Pabst bad frequently threatened her 
life if she wouldn’t make up, particularly on 
Sunday evening, Sept. 9, when he called on 
her at the home of her brother-in-law, Andy 
Mauser,1444 North Market street, with a pistol 
in his pucket. He said he meant business that 
night, she stated, and Mauser tookthe gun 
away trom bim and put it in a bureau 
drawer. When she wouldn’t make up he 
went to the bureau and got the revolver out, 
but was prevented from shooting her.

REMEDIES PROPOSED.

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IRONTON-OHIO COLLISION. 


Statement of Wm. Wooley, Giving De- 
tails of the Disaster. 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Sept. 27.—Wm. Wooley 
of Port Dover, Untario, and W. W. Parry of 
East China, Mich., survivors of the Ironton 
(sunk in collision yesterday), who were 
picked up by the Hebard this morning, are 
here. Wooley sald: 

Our tow-line became fouled when the 
Kershaw’s machinery became disabled about 


midnight and we were under fullsall. At 1 
o’clock we sighted the steamer Ohio. I heard 
no signaisexcha nged. After the crash be- 
tween our schooner andthe Ohio, without a 
word the Ohio left us, going down the lake, 
while we passed up. [he Iroaton did not 
sink for three hours after the collision. 

„Parry and I were the only ones to get into 
the yawl, which capsized. We were picked 
up by the Hebard at about 4 o’clock. The 
only members of the crew I know are Capt. 
Peter Girard of Cleveland, Mate Ed Bost- 
wick of White Brook, Mich., and John Pape, 
a Ger mas sailor, allof whom, I belleve were 
drowned with the rest of the crew, 

No orders were given to lower the yaw! 
by Capt. Girard and only Parry aud i were 
cuol-headed enough to cat it loose. When 
the Ironton sank she went down in less than 
three minutes. Capt. Connor ofthe Kershaw 
is much amazed over the statement, whick 
was made by the Ohio’s crew, that he made 
little attempt to save the drowning men. He 
says he never worked harder to save men in 
his life.’’ 

Particulars given by those who witnessed 
the collision are conflicting. Capt. Hunt 
and the crew of the schooner Moonlight, who 
picked up the crew of the Ohio, have signed 
statements charging the Captain 
of the steamer Kershaw, which was 
towing the Ironton and the Moon- 
light, with gross neglect in refusing to 
lower a boat to rescue the Ohio’s crew and 
refusing to stand by the wreckage antil 
daybreak. The Captain of the Kershaw and 
his crew contradict this statement and say 
that they picked up the Obio's crew half an 
hour after the wreck. 

Five of the Ironton’s crew have undoubt- 
edly perished.

BOXES ON THE STREETS. 


It Ie Proposed to Have on the Posts, 

‘Besides the Names of the Intersecting 
Streets, a List of Merchants on the 
‘Block, Also Letter, Fire Alarm and 
Folice Patrol Boxes. 


The Board of Public Improvements have 
had fora long time under consideration, an 
invention, which, for the want of a better 
name, is called a directory post and call 
box.’’ 

It seems, however, that the Board is not 
authorized by the charter and ordinances to 
recommend an ordinance looking to the 
adoption of the Post““ by the city. The 
invention consists of: 

A hollow post, and it is to take the place 
of the old lamp-post, at the top of whieh is 
painted the names of the intersecting streets 
—as per cut. That this post might be a 
source of profit rather than a total loss, it is 
thoaght to atilisze the sidewalk sides of the 
post with a series of movable plates, on 
which the numbers and names of all res- 
Gents or business arms on that side of the 


block are to be painted, so thatthe post de 
comes a bulletin of great value to citizens 
and strap 5

D rectory Post and Call Bez. 

That the name plates and the street 
names’’ may be read at night, it is proposed 
to llluminate the facesofthe post with 
incandescent lamps. These lamps may be 
as numerous as the municipal authorities 
may order, and thus assist in lighting the 
streets or for street Illumination purposes 17 
desired. 

As these posts areto be of metal and hol- 
low it is proposed to giilize the inner space 
asareceptacie in ch various things of 
municipal utility may be placed. One of 
these uses being a 

UNITED STATES MAIL BOX, 

the use and convenience of which needs no 
explanation. One of its special conveniences 
being to take the present letter boxes off the 
posts (where they are a nuisance to the 
shoulders of the unwary passer-by) and give 
(to the City of St. Louis. should the Govern. 
ment cheose to utilize the system as de- 
signed) a letter box on every block, instead 
of 1,026 as at present. 

The expense to the Government for the 
5,000 and odd letter boxes by the proposed 
plan would not probably exceed the cost of 
the present 1,025 boxes. 


This post could also be the receptacie for 
4,000 or more 
FIRE ALARM BOXES ; 
in thé eity of st. Louis, instead of only 662 as 
now, and enabling everybody to know 
exactly where to find a box in case of fre. 


At present the average citizen Is ata loss to 
know the location of a box nearest to his 
residence or place of business. The proposed 
increased number may cost a eonsiderabie 
sum, but, when it is remembered that. he 
chief loss at Ares is in not ‘‘getting in an 
alarm guick — it might be that this in- 
creased cost would be more than repaid by 
decrease in fre losses and redaction in in- 
surance rates. This receptacle would enable 
the Municipality to remove tub fre alarm 
boxes from posts and the walls of houses, 
where they are certainly not very ornamen- 
tal.

ant hasbeen made much of, and bitherto 
has not been publicly denied. This scandal, 
if true, would seriously injure the preten- 
Ger’s prospects, however nebulous they may 

be. The French people may be complacent 
towards a libertine, but they do not forgive 
libertinism made ridiculous.

The Monarchical party grows 
smaller in numbers yearly and bas less influ- 
ence every day. Ide geverning class in 
France is now made upof professional men 
—lawyers, professors in colleges, journalists 
and doctors. Theseare almost universally 
strong in their Democracy. 

Naturally the men belonging tothe party 
in the majority are filing the civil offices un- 
der the Republic, and for the last few years 
promotion to the chief grade in the army has 
also largely Gepsnded upon the undoubted 
Republicanism of officers. The aristocratic 
class therefore Las little opportunity for am- 
bitious effort except in not only renouncing 
Monarchica!l or Imperialistic connection, but 

rofessing in even more fervid Republican-

Defections from the Legitimist and the 
Napoleonic party are in con-equence con- 
stantand numerous.
